ORE than a hundred years ago in 1848, James 
M Silk Buckingham published his proposals for 

a new conception of a town in a book en- 
titled “ National Evils and Practical Remedies.” A 
passage quoted from this book shows how close to 
the Town Planning principles of to-day were those the 
author put forward: 

“The objects chiefly kept in view have been to 
unite the greatest degree of order, symmetry, space 
and healthfulness, in the largest supply of air and 
light, and in the most perfect system of drainage, with 
the comfort and convenience of all classes; the 
(proportioning) of accommodation to the probable 
numbers of circumstances of various ranks; ready 
accessibility to all parts of the town under continuous 
shelter from sun and rain when necessary; with the 
disposition of public buildings in such localities as to 
make them easy of approach from all quarters, and 
surrounded with space for numerous avenues of 
entrance and exit. And in addition to all these, a 
large admixture of grass lawn, garden ground and 
flowers, and an abundant supply of water—the whole 
to be united with an elegance and economy as may be 
found practicable.” 

Progress of some kind has been made since these 
words were written, but the question may well be 
asked whether we are doing enough to-day. Is the 
most being made of the opportunities opened by 
legislation to planners since the end of the war? Is 
the best use being made of the land acquired for 
comprehensive redevelopment in our blitzed cities? 
Is it enough to correlate on the basis of existing 
demands the requirements of would-be developers 
for a particular site as it is regardless of whether the 
site would be better if it were curtailed or enlarged. 
Or, on the other hand, to compress into a three- 
dimensional mould with fuil control of elevation and 
materials the requirements of would-be developers? 
Is it not possible to develop some sites as fully com- 
prehensive schemes in the sense that the visual, social 
and functional aspects are united in a complete whole, 
making out of the total development, something far 
greater than the sum of each separate part. 


COMPREHENSIVE 


DEVELOPMENT 


The last question is prompted by the New Barbican 
project, illustrated in this issue, which has as its 
declared object this very aim. The visual aspects of 
the scheme have yet to be considered in relation to 
the setting in which the site is placed. The highest 
blocks do not rise above St. Paul’s Cathedral which 
lies well to the south-east of the site, and the sketch 
designs indicate that the tallest blocks would fit in 
with an ascending view from the river. 

Multiple use of land envisaged in the scheme is a 
controversial point; but one which would appear 
inevitable if the provision of dwelling space to give 
“life”? to the City, which is advocated in many 
quarters, is to be achieved on land of high value. If 
it helps to sugar the pill for the planners, is not 
zoning upwards for vertical development comparable 
to horizontal zoning for horizontal development? 

No doubt there are practical problems by the score, 
not the least of which will be the accurate assessment 
of the costs of building such a large scheme, in order 
that the letting value of the floor space may provide 
a proper financial return on the capital investment. 
It is revealing that the stated accommodation for car 
parking is 3,000 cars; a figure about two-and-a-half 
times more than the sum total of provision for parking 
provided in 45 schemes of development in the City, 
according to a report of a statement made by Mr. 
C. F. Glenny, Chairman of the Planning and Housing 
Improvements Committee, in answer to a question 
in the Court of Common Council earlier this year. 
It is assumed that the anticipated use of the heavy 
loading floor space described in the scheme, refers 
to warehousing, for which it is understood no new 
space has been provided in the City since the end of 
the war for reasons unknown, but obviously related 
to either finance control or lack of demand. 

The very large scale of the scheme is bound to 
arouse doubts as to whether accommodation in some 
respects is excessive. Does anyone in fact know 
what the future requirements of the City really are? 
Is it going to expand or decentralize; is business 
always to be conducted in the same way as now? 
The Dutch example of the Groothandelsgebouw 
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(Architect and Building News, issue September 23) 
is an example of enterprise in a blitzed city in which 
demands for space far exceeded even those envisaged 
by the far-sighted promoters. 

We do not know the answers to these and many 
other questions; but at this stage of the proceedings, 
let us be grateful to the development group for 
ventilating a proper conception of comprehensive 
development. 

* * * 

At the time of going to press, opposition to the 
New Barbican scheme arises in the form of a plan 
prepared for a 27-storey office block 300ft high, on 
part of the Barbican site—a 4-acre plot bounded by 
Aldersgate Street, Barbican Road, Cross Street and 
Jewin Street. The would-be developers are the 
Prince of Wales Theatre (Properties) Ltd., of which 
Mr. Charles Clore is Chairman. The project is 
stated to provide a million sq ft of accommodation, 
which it is assumed will cost £5 million. The scheme 
as envisaged includes a central tower with other office 
blocks around it. The Prince of Wales Co. are 
secking a 99-year building lease according to the 
City Press, and their outline application is before the 
City’s Planning Authorities. It is obvious that this 
new proposal competes with the tentative New 
Barbican scheme. If the last chance of developing a 


fully comprehensive scheme on a blitzed site in the 
City is to be given a chance, then a decision at a very 
high level is required, to give time for the Barbican 
scheme to be fully considered. 


EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


BETTER FIREPLACE SURROUNDS 


Five years ago I would have said that the makers of 
monstrous, slabbed-up, tiled fireplace surrounds were in 
a very strong position. They were selling, or thought they 
were selling “what the public wants.” Horrible new 
designs, each more hideous and more contorted than the 
last appeared at each succeeding B.IL.F. I have frequently 
commented on these vulgar and uncomfortable things and 
others more influential than I have done their best, too. 

Now it seems to me that the tide is turning. First one, 
then another and another builders’ merchants saw that 
something better was wanted. And it is a fact that the 
idea for improving the cheaper type of surround came from 
the builders’ merchants. They realized that what was 
needed was a combination of tiles and hardwood, and a 
modern grate and gradually better designs have been 
appearing until now there is a wide choice. The diehard 
manufacturers do not seem to have made any effort to 
adapt their surrounds to take modern appliances; some of 
the firms have even suggested by implication that the 
latest stoves are new-fangled nonsense and what one really 
needs is a good old English open fire with no frills. Some 
have made concessions by providing frets of mediaeval 
design to convert their open fires into the latest thing. 

Among the builders’ merchants who have seen the 
importance of better types of fireplace surround are Messrs. 
W. N. Froy and Sons, Ltd., of Hammersmith, who recently 
opened an exhibition of room settings where their fireplaces 
are supported by furnishings by William Perring. My 
photograph shows a fireplace for a study. The tiles are 
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grey and red on a white background. The surround and 
hearth are of the same tile. The wood surround is sold 
primed for painting. Price £28 19s. There are seven set- 
tings like this in the exhibition. 

At the same time Messrs. Froy’s are showing some 
examples of their “Planned Kitchens.” They have for 
many years supplied fittings of a number of well-known 
makes and as a result of the experience gained they now 
manufacture their own timber units while continuing to 
market other makes in metal. All the customer has to do 
is to draw a plan of her kitchen on a piece of squared paper 
provided and Messrs. Froy do the rest. 

Four complete kitchens in the showroom illustrate the 
range of fittings available. My second photograph shows a 
metal sink with a new type of divided flow mixer mounted 
on a Froy timber unit. Alongside is a new type of washing- 
up machine. (See page 44.) 


SEVENOAKS 

A month or so ago I commented on an advertisement in 
a Sevenoaks paper which called for tenders for felling 
seven oak trees. My wild guess that they were THE seven 
oaks seems to have been correct. The Times reports that 
a tender for £150 has been accepted. The trees are 
believed to have been planted in 1727, so that they can- 
not be those from which the town takes its name for this 
goes back almost to the Norman Conquest. Seven small 
English oaks are to be planted in place of the felled trees.

New Building Work in the City 


Sir David Eccles and Sir Noel 
Bowater toured the City last week to 
inspect the new work in progress. 

About £23,000,000 of rebuilding 
work is now in progress in the City 
of London. This will provide about 
3,000,000 sq ft of office space. 

About 2,000 men are employed on 
this work. The building trades mainly 
involved at this stage are demolition 
workers, steel erectors and steel 
* benders, masons and bricklayers, as 
well as concretors. 

A further £13,000,000 has been 
licensed or approved. This is in 
accordance with the policy of allow- 
ing developers to start on preliminaries 
—such as preparation of plans and 
working drawings, obtaining bills of 
quantities, etc., with the certainty that 
a building licence will be granted as 
soon as they are ready to start work. 

The programme aims at an output 
of about £1,000,000 of building work 
a month. There are initial difficulties 
in large-scale building in an area like 
the City which have to be overcome 
before this output can be reached: for 
example, traffic problems, restricted 
sites with limited access and lack of 
storage space for materials, much ex- 
cavation and foundation work, etc. 
Despite these difficulties, output is now 
approaching ©300,000 worth a month. 
It is anticipated that, with increasing 
mechanization, a steady output of 
£1,000,000 a month will be achieved.

12-Storey Block of Flats for 
Harlow New Town 


Ministerial approval has now been 
received by Harlow Development Cor- 
poration for the building of a 12-storey 
block of flats lying immediately to the 
east of the town centre, on which 
work has just started. It will be a 
landmark from miles around, and 
architecturally it will provide an im- 


portant focal point. Standing on one 
of the highest points in the town it 
will command magnificent views across 
the Stort Valley to the Hertfordshire 
hills beyond. 

The flats wiil be built in “No- 
Fines ” reinforced concrete, which will 
be rendered externally in light colour, 
and which will be relieved by the 
introduction of brick-work panels. 
This is an innovation in building con- 
struction, since, while the “ No-Fines ” 
technique has been very widely em- 
ployed and thoroughly tested, it has 
never previously been used in this 
country in a building of this height. 
It will be built in conjunction with the 
sponsors of “No-Fines” construction 
—Geo. Wimpey & Co., Ltd. 

The block will contain 44 one-bed- 
room flats, and two bed-sittingrooms. 
There will be a central lift. These 
will not be family flats; they are likely 
to appeal specially to young people in 
the middle-income groups. 

It is hoped that work on the block 
will begin in the near future, and it 
is expected to take about 18 months.

The Minister of Works announced 
the appointment of the Historic Build- 
ings Councils for England and for 
Wales on October 27, 1953; for Scot- 
land on November 17, 1953.

Outline Proposals for New Barbican 


A private group, under the Chairmanship of Sir Gerald Barry, are promoting a comprehensive development 


plan for the bomb-devastated Barbican site north of the City. 


illustrated in this article. 


HE site, of approximately 4) acres, is bounded on the 

west by Aldersgate and Barbican Station and on the 

east by Moorgate Station; between the two, running diagon- 

ally across the site, is the Metropolitan Railway and two 

tracks of British Railways. This system of railways is 
approximately 30ft below ground level. 

The only buildings which are left standing on the site are 
St. Giles’s Church, which is being restored, the Ironmongers’ 
Hall, a fire station, the partial ruins of the British Railways 
Whitecross Depot; a group of buildings housing the Acme 
Transport Co., and a stonemasons’ yard amongst other 
things; some buildings on the corner of Aldersgate and 
Barbican and some buildings around the Ironmongers’ Hall. 


Development below ground 

In an area as large as 40 acres, it is possible to use modern 
heavy earth-moving machinery economically. It is pro- 
posed, therefore, to excavate large areas on either side of the 
existing railway lines to a depth of some 60ft and, by keep- 
ing to the normal angles of repose of the soil, economize on 
costly retaining walls. 

As a result of this excavation the ground level over the 
site will be reduced by 60ft, the historical portion—which 
will become a park—being left on a 60ft high bluff and the 
existing railway will then traverse the site on an embank- 
ment approximately 30ft high. 

The spoil from this excavation can be economically trans- 
ported from the site on the British Railways double track 
line which is not at the moment being used to its capacity. 


The outline proposals for this scheme are 


The architects are Sergei Kadleigh, William Whitfield and Patrick Horsbrugh. 


The excavated area can be filled with four floors of fully 
equipped warehouse accommodation served by its own road 
system and having access to the railway by means of new 
sidings. In addition, car parking for at least 3,000 vehicles 
can be provided economically within this area. 


Ground level development 

At ground level, the unexcavated area forming the his- 
torical centre with the remains of the Roman wall, St. Giles’s 
Church, and the old graveyard, becomes a green park and 
extends as about 7 acres of open space through the site 
joining Route 11. North-south and east-west through 
roads traverse the site linking it with the surrounding road 
systems. 

Around the existing Ironmongers’ Hall (also on unexca- 
vated ground), a site is provided where, if agreed, any of the 
destroyed Livery halls, which used to stand within the site 
area, might be rebuilt. 

If, however, it is necessary to rebuild these destroyed halls, 
on or near their original sites, it can still be achieved with- 
out seriously prejudicing the outline project. 

Shops under an arcade are proposed along parts of the 
south side of Route 11 and shops are included on frontages 
to Aldersgate. 

Above ground level, it is proposed to build three floors of 
warehouse or industrial accommodation. This accommo- 
dation forms three large terraces north of Route 11. These 
terrace blocks also contain perimeter offices. South of Route 
11, the blocks are all offices with arcaded shops on parts of

This residential level is served by road from Barbican to 
the north-west and Moorfields to the east. It is reached 
also by escalators and lifts connected to Aldersgate Station 
and Moorgate Station. At this level it is proposed to build 
four-storey maisonnettes. In addition, there will be local 
shops, restaurants, public houses, cinema, etc., also schools 
and playgrounds for resident children. The 10 acres or so 
of open spaces will be laid out in garden terraces for the 
amenity of the residents. Some low blocks of flats are pro- 
vided in addition to the maisonnettes. 

Rising up above the residential area, it is proposed that 
there shall be five tall blocks of offices of varying heights. 
The top levels of these office blocks will be high-grade resi- 
dential flats making use of the roof gardens on top of the 
offices adjoining. These high-grade flats can be served by 
express lifts by-passing the office levels. 


A Trade 

In the area within the triangle, formed by the Roman wall 
and Route 11, it is suggested there should be built a Trade 
Hall with conference rooms, which could be the centre of 
trade and commerce for the whole of the development. 
Attached to this Trade Hall, there could be suites of offices 
on short-term hire to visitors and foreign buyers. In addi- 
tion, a hotel and restaurants could be connected with the 
Trade Hall. 

It is further suggested that the City Livery Club is rebuilt 
in this area to form part of this historic and future focus to 
the whole scheme. In effect the whole will form a 20th 
century Forum on the site of the old Roman Forum,

Traffic Circulation 

The principles governing the layout of the road systems 
have been to avoid uncertainty by unfamiliar users; conse- 
quently, all “front door” roads lead from open air to open 
air and avoid the use of more than one spiral of descent. 
In most cases the roads lie beneath each other for a sim- 
plicity of direction and to enable them to be supported on 
the same structural cradle which can be isolated from the

rest of the structure to prevent the transmission of road 
vibrations. 

Most roads would be of the order of 36ft in width allow- 
ing four lanes of traffic. “One way” lanes where they exist 
will have a minimum width of 18ft. Gradients will nowhere 
be steeper than 1 in 15. At points on pedestrian access into 
the podium and at suitable intervals along the roads, “ lay- 
bys” are provided to keep roads open for moving traffic. 
Internal roads throughout would be artificially lit at an even 
level of illumination. 

Frontages on to the internal roads will give access to the 
back areas of development and can have characteristic 
facades to the individual requirements of tenants. It is also 
proposed that the streets have names in the normal way for 
identification. 


Services 

The site would be heated by means of a district heating 
system. The compact nature of the development offers the 
fullest economy from such a system. F'ectricity can be dis- 
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tributed throughout the site from substations at 
points linked to the main supply grid. 

It is proposed to have a balanced ventilation in the work- 
ing areas and extract systems for the roads and parking areas. 

The development would require its own telephone 
exchange. 

For fire fighting, sprinkler systems and automatic alarms 
will be installed throughout; fire hydrants with a constantly 
maintained pressure will be provided at strategic points. The 
development is large enough to warrant its own fire service 
with personnel suitably trained and equipped for local con- 
ditions. 

Refuse disposal can be of the Garchey or similar system, 
which would seem to be economic for this scale of develop- 
ment. The main outfall for the drainage can be connected 
to the low-level sewer and thence discharged from the 
northern outfall. Storm water can be connected to the 
existing storm-water sewer with an outfall between Cannon 
Street Station and Southwark Bridge.

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HE problems of rebuilding in the 

City were well expressed in the 
Holden-Holford Plan of 1947. It 
remains, therefore, to comment upon 
some of them in the light of experience 
since its submission. There have 
been some important amendments and 
in particular there are the architectural 
renderings of the solutions now con- 
templated. 

The principal contributions of the 
Holden-Holford Plan were the stan- 
dards for space about buildings (the 
plot ratio and daylighting code), the 
height restrictions to buildings for 
cross river and other important views 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral, and large scale 
road and railway improvements. 

In regard to the improvements pro- 
posed for the surroundings of St. Paul’s 
one cannot help noticing the marked 
contrast they make with the many bold 
schemes previously propounded by the 
Royal Academy of Art and others. If 
they were bold in extreme, the Holden- 
Holford 1947 proposals were little short 
of the opposite—of extreme modesty. 
It was disappointing that even the least 
that could reasonably be expected— 
extending the open space up to the line 
of the proposed new road from Cheap- 
side to Cannon Street—was not recom- 
mended. The resulting awkward- 
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shaped building site is far from satis- 
factory and its small plot area, if lost 
to building, is littke enough compared 
to the great improvement gained for a 
more adequate setting to St. Paul’s. It 
is true that some of the best and most 
impressive views of a cathedral are the 
glimpses down a narrow road with the 
flanking buildings to frame the view 
and provide the contrast in scale. They 
do, however, suggest the presence of 
some magnificent square beyond where 
the grandeur of a renaissance cathedral 
can be appreciated to the full. 

Failure to do so creates a disappoint- 
ing anti-climax. A valuable amend- 
ment since, and_ recently 
approved, is the setting back of the 
building line at the junction of this new 
road with Cannon Street so as to in- 
crease the view of St. Paul’s from that 
quarter. It accentuates the need to 
eliminate the buildings between it and 
St. Paul’s. 

One of the most appealing features 
of a city is the view of it as a whole 
from some vantage point. St. Paul’s, 
as seen from the river bridges and 
banks to the west, was the dominant 
motif in a picturesque massing of build- 
ings, pyramid fashion, owing to the lie 
of the land and buildings of lesser 
dimensions upon it. Now, buildings of 
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larger dimensions spoil the original 
effect. This picturesque view of a 
city set upon a hill beside the wide 
sweeping curve of the Thames repre- 
sents one of the most important 
architectural problems of town de- 
velopment. It was studied before the 
war and by the consultants* who pro- 
duced the 1947 plan. Its solution 
forms one of the principal policies of 
the City Corporation—only, however, 
as regards river views as seen from the 
south when those from the bridges are 
equally important. 

The authors were very well aware of 
the importance of architectural control 
to give proper expression to what they 
had in mind. After all, one cannot 
propose the control of the envelope of 
buildings and their surroundings by 
daylighting codes and plot ratios with- 
out materially affecting architectural 
conceptions of individual buildings and 
their relationship to one another and 
their surroundings. They are the 
mathematicians media for expressing 
the needs for health, use zoning and 
traffic circulation requirements of con- 
temporary aspirations. They have been 
used to give an architectural soluticn 
in keeping with the demands of our 
time and to provide the opportunity 

* Dr. C. H. Holden and Sir William Holford 
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for future generations to do likewise. 

From 1848 to 1948, the pendulum 
has swung slowly but inexorably from 
the first health limits in building de- 
velopment to an overall conception for 
development control. Some sugges- 
tions were made for architectural in- 
terpretation not without, I fear, some 
trappings of classical doctrine for 
rebuilding in the vicinity of St. Paul’s 
to remind one of bygone civilizations 
which the Cathedral does anyway. 
They are an imposition upon those 
whose architectural convictions require 
the freedom of the more general con- 
trol given in other localities. 

“Gateway House” is an example of 
the resulting mockery of architectural 
expressions referred to subsequently. 
It would be better, by far, to have a 
true imitation of 18th-century archi- 
tecture than this hybrid. It is all so 
contrary, also, to the best tradition in 
architectural practice—to design hon- 
estly in accordance with a philosophy 
reflecting the aspirations of our own 
age. The City is, as the authors 
rightly point out, rich in medieval 
and Roman remnants. Let, then, 
this age leave to posterity a_heri- 
tage of buildings also as truly repre- 
sentative and not incarcerated with the 
ghostly flesh of a former age, especially 
one whose architecture was disciplined 
within a set of formule. 

Their suggestion for maximum 
height limitation was much more 
reasonable, and indeed essential, if the 
famous Cathedral was to have its pro- 
per setting both from afar, where it can 
be seen as the climax to building 
masses reaching, pyramid wise, to the 
limits of rising ground at this bend in 
the River, and from its immediate pre- 
cincts, where one should be able to 
appreciate, without obstruction, its 
design from all points of view. 

The suggestion that private develop- 
ment should be permitted in “ designa- 
tion” areas providing it conforms to 
planning requirements, raises the im- 
portant architectural problem of larger 
ownerships where these were pre- 
viously much smaller. Merging of site 
ownerships has led to applications for 
mammoth structures so individual in 
design as to create the danger of streets 
becoming full of flamboyant buildings 
in vulgar competition with one another. 
One of the advantages—if made use of 
—is the placing of a multiplicity of 
ownerships into the Corporation’s 
hands in “designation” areas not 
merely for the purpose of street im- 
provements, etc., but to achieve an 
architectural street ensemble free from 
the influence of private ownership 
boundaries. 

This problem of avoiding flamboyant 
mammoths is said to have been 
brought about on the one hand by the 


planning standards imposed and be- 
devilled on the other by the provisions 
of the new Act. For a site of less than 
5-6,000 sq ft in a locality zoned for a 
plot ratio of 5:1, it is uneconomic to 
redevelop to provide a modern build- 
ing with lifts and services while con- 
forming to byelaw requirements be- 
cause building costs are greater pro- 
portionally than rents in a free market. 

Unless, therefore (except in certain 
cases where there are wide streets and 
deep sites where compliance with day- 
light angles related to adjoining build- 
ings would be less difficult), such a 
high plot ratio was reduced leading to 
a considerable loss of floor space and 
possibly heavy compensation, larger 
ownerships are inevitable. 

The alternative of reducing a high 
plot ratio standard through “ designa- 
tion of land” procedure is bedevilled 
by the possibilities of heavy compensa- 
tion under the new Act because it has 
abolished the “once for all” compul- 
sory acquisition of development values 
and added them to the existing use 
values. This whole value, known as 
the “unrestricted” value, is payable 
even, apparently, in cases where the in- 
tention might be merely to restrict the 
plot ratio below the present proposed 
one of the Development Plan even if it 
is above what at present exists 

The Corporation followed the advice 
of the authors and set up a new depart- 
ment in charge of a Planning Officer. 
Since 1948 their appointee, Mr. 
Anthony Mealand, has been examining 
their recommendations, including that 
of architectural control. It fell to him 
and his assistant, Mr. Knapton, to con- 
sider the many possible interpretations 
of the plot ratio and daylighting code 
controlling the envelope of buildings. 
During the succeeding six years they 
have dealt with 1,211 out of a total of 
2,383 applications for planning per- 
mission which involved questions of 
civic design. In all these cases, the City 
Planning Officer has reached agreement 
with the applicants except one, which 
has recently gone to appeal concerning 
the type of material to be used in the 
cladding of the building. 

Particular attention was paid to pro- 
posals for developing in the vicinity of 
St. Paul’s, and a model was prepared 
and drawings made to illustrate the sort 
of street picture recommended by the 
1947 Plan. The elevation illustrated 
overleaf for the development of the 
south side of Carter Lane is unfortu- 
nate, and shows the kind of solutions 
inevitable from the classical doctrine of 
Georgian architecture already referred 
to. These five buildings, though 
approved, are, with one exception, not 
yet built. They are so individual and 
symmetrical in character that not even 
the string courses or cornice lines can 
provide any real sense of architectural 
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unity. They are, in fact, a series of 
“little architectures.” Some system of 
bridging the intervening roads would 
help but nothing but a complete change 
of policy would get rid of this imita- 
tive architecture before it materializes. 

Another test of architectural control, 
which became a pioneer case, con- 
cerned a single building of mammoth 
proportions requiring considerable ex- 
periment in the composition of the 
mass structure of its envelope and its 
general architectural character. While 
five years no doubt seemed, at the time, 
a test of endurance, the results proved 
this to be well worth while, and Mr. 
Mealand and his assistant together with 
the architects, Messrs. Campbell Jones 
& Partners, are to be congratulated. 

The illustrations 1 and 2 (page 460) 
show the stages by which this impor- 
tant building passed from the archi- 
tects’ first inception to the final scheme 
as agreed with the City Planning Officer. 
It is an example of the fruits of team- 
work which should convince those who 
doubt the benefits of co-operation and 
insist that it leads to mediocrity in de- 
sign. On the contrary, such co-opera- 
tion does not necessarily mean the dull 
results of compromise but the getting 
together of experienced designers 
whose individual thoughts are elevated 
to greater things by helpful intercourse. 

This is particularly necessary since 
the relationship of individual schemes 
must be considered by their effect archi- 
tecturally upon neighbouring build- 
ings, either as they will remain, or as 
they should be reconstructed in the not 
too distant future. For reasons of 
simple equity, the developer of the 
moment should expect to make some 
concessions to avoid causing incon- 
gruity or un-neighbourliness by undue 
preponderance of the bulk of his pro- 
ject over his neighbours as he would 
demand similar protection from a 
neighbour subsequently nullifying his 
designs. 

It is interesting to compare the 
standards for light and air of the new 
Bucklersbury House with that which 
existed before the war, The site was 
very solidly built without even light 
areas at the rear. The ground cover- 
age of the pre-war building was 95 
per cent as compared with 71 per cent 
of the new building. The comparative 
plot ratios are as follows :—

The permission therefore gave an in- 
crease of 0.25 plot ratio to the appli- 
cant over and above the maximum 
recommended for the “ Bank” locality 
by the 1947 Plan. The applicants also 
gained some 2,800 sq ft of ground area 
from absorbing Budge Row and 
Watling Street, but they conceded a 
20-foot set back for the new building 
line on a 400-foot frontage to 
Walbrook. 

Car parking has not been forgotten 
as the scheme for Route 11, com-

mented upon subsequently, indicates, 
nor has the private developer been re- 
lieved from a similar responsibility. 
Bucklersbury House will contribute 
some 60,000 sq ft, including ramps and 
turning spaces, for this purpose both 
inside and outside the building. For a 
total of 45 building projects including 
Bucklersbury House, provision has 
been requested as part of the permis- 
sions granted, for a total of 1,357 cars. 

This post-war approach to architec- 
tural development contrasts favourably

with the pre-war illogical copyism with 
plans unrelated to elevations. The pre- 
war nonsense of adding a traditional 
facade to a pre-conceived plan with 
glazed brick internal light wells has 
been discarded. So also has the ugly 
pre-war feature of stepping or sloping 
back the flanks or rear walls for 
“ancient lights ” which has, at least in 
the Bucklersbury House example, 
given place to open planning and free- 
dom from heavy, hidebound com- 
pactness. But how will the bulk of this 
building fit in with the general silhou- 
ette from the river bridges? This 
famous waterway is Britain’s front to 
the world and the views from the 
bridges are the most important. 

The fact that all applications for 
planning permission are submitted 
direct to the City Planning Officer and 
amendments are made before they 
reach the Corporation Committee is 
interesting. Not all authorities are 
willing to place such responsibility 
even for what mainly involves technical 
considerations, in the hands of the 
official, yet that is really the only prac- 
tical procedure to adopt. Architectural 
control, in particular, is a matter for 
the trained mind, because good design 
is not “just a matter of opinion” which 
anyone can have. 

Consideration of the external appear- 
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ance of individual schemes has not, un- 
fortunately, always been related to the 
street picture as a whole, as in the case 
of buildings in the vicinity of St. Paul’s. 
They have, instead, generally been 
limited to their relationship with ad- 
joining property only. Models of such 
limited scope give a false impression of 
how a new building will in fact look 
when set in its complete surroundings 
of the broader picture. 

Only the overall scheme for whole 
streets or places can do this, and it 
must be prepared in outline more or 
less independently of the “ frontiers” 
of ownership to avoid conglomerations 
of ponderous, self-asserting mammoths 
brought about by the merging of small 
ownerships. 

Since February 1, 1954, architec- 
tural control has been strengthened 
by the setting up of a small com- 
mittee of experts based upon one, 
which, in effect existed before, to 
meet the liaison requirements of the 
1947 Act between the City Corpora- 
tion and the London County Council. 
The illustrated chart shows the pro- 
cedure which implements _ this 
statutory requirement. This small 
committee of experts, which consisted 
of planning officers of the City Corpor- 
ation and the L.C.C., is now sup- 
ported by the addition of the two 
authors of the 1947 Plan as consult- 
ants—Dr. Holden and Sir William 
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Holford. The committee operates at 
the “Officer Level Report” seen on 
the chart. The committee, of course, 
does not make decisions upon applica- 
tions, but it recommends what the 
decisions should be to the respective 
official committees of the two 
Authorities. It continues the same 
procedure of negotiating with appli- 
cants before their schemes are sub- 
mitted to these official committees and, 
moreover, it can send whatever appli- 
cations it considers desirable to the 
Royal Fine Art Commission for an 
independent opinion, 
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Before this re-engagement of the 
two consultants, the Corporation had 
already accepted, broadly, the recom- 
mendations of their plan, and had pre- 
pared and submitted to the Minister 
through the L.C.C., their own 
Development Plan based upon it. Cer- 
tain modifications have, however, been 
made and are shown on the plan 
illustrated here. They were enumer- 
ated in the Corporation’s “ Review of 
Work of the Improvements and Town 
Planning Committee 1947-1953”  pre- 
sented in April, 1954, and are summar- 
ized as follows :— 

The Northern Boundary Route 
(Route 10 of the 1947 Plan) was 
omitted. A large part of it was to 
have been sited outside the City con- 
fines, and a number of conflicting plan- 
ning permissions had been granted by 
the L.C.C. along the line of its route. 

Owing to this omission, Route 11, 
which is accepted, requires to be a 
wider highway in serving as a bypass 
to the Bank crossing than as originally 
proposed in the 1947 Plan. A further 
modification has also been made to the 
eastern outlet into Aldgate, and to the 
western approach from Holborn Via- 
duct, though this latter amendment is 
considered likely to be further modi- 
fied by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government to whom it has now 
been sent in connection with the com- 
pulsory purchase order involved. 

Major modifications proposed by the 
1947 Plan of the present railway 
system, such as the removal of Black- 
friars and Cannon Street railway 
viaducts, have been indefinitely post- 
poned. This has necessitated the 
abandonment of the two-level Upper 
Thames Street southern bypass pro- 
posal. The need for such a bypass 
is acknowledged, and it has been 
re-routed beside the Thames in order 
to pass beneath the retained Black- 
friars Viaduct to form an extension of 
Victoria Embankment. 

The proposed under-pass beneath 
Cheapside at St. Mary-le-Bow, which 
linked Cannon Street with Gresham 
Street, has also been omitted because 
it was felt to be too long term, and it 
involved the sterilization of a number 
of adjoining sites. 

One of the most important weak- 
nesses of the layout of the City before 
the war was the terrible effect of many 
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complex road junctions upon both the 
architecture of the street and traffic 
circulation. The extraordinary num- 
ber of apexes of triangular shaped 
sites at the Bank provided perhaps the 
worst example. They were less 
numerous and serious before the con- 
tributions of the last century when 
Queen Victoria and King William 
Streets were built. 

Architecturally, when buildings are 
constructed to the shape of a triangle 
on plan, they generally present very 
bad problems in design, and at points 
of convergence of roads, an extremely 
weak appearance when carried up 
several storeys in height. Internally, 
most awkward accommodation is 
created. 

Such junctions also make the easy 
flow of traffic impossible as Sir Alker 
Tripp so ably pointed out some years 
ago. The Holden-Holford 1947 Plan 
attempted to strike a balance between 
the ideal solution and expense in- 
volved. It resulted in the need to re-site 
the Mansion House. They made the 
proviso that it would only be necessary 
to do so in the event of traffic increas- 
ing to make the present ingenious 
traffic light system unworkable. So 
far, fortunately nothing seems to have 
been done to prejudice this proposal, 
but there is a dangerous tendency to 
ignore these important architectural 
and traffic considerations at traffic 
places in the whittling down of the 
advisory proposals. 

The abandonment of the Northern 
Boundary Route raises serious prob- 
lems of traffic flow because 83,000 
vehicles per peak hour attracted by 
the railway stations calls for a dual 
carriageway system of considerable 
breadth to relieve the present terrible 
complex road intersections at the 
Bank. Route 11, now to be included 
beyond that proposed by the 1947 
Plan, will hardly meet the problem, 
especially as its western outlet is com- 
plicated by the presence of the G.P.O., 
and discharges on to congested Hol- 
born Viaduct. Four-lane carriageways 
are apparently impossible at this 
western end. This modification can- 
not, therefore, be a real solution to the 
problem of providing for 83,000 
vehicles per hour nor for bypassing 
congested streets. The Northern 
Boundary Route is still needed addi- 
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tional to Route 11, even as amended. 

The period for examining the 1947 
advisory proposals may be said, there- 
fore, to be partly over at least, and 
many of its main features have found 
acceptance. For that, the consultants 
may justly feel proud. Such modifica- 
tions that have been made for inclusion 
in the Development Plan were made 
more from reason of expediency than 
from the point of view of what is neces- 
sary. They cannot be said to be im- 
provements on the original proposals. 
Greater significance, for example, is 
now to be given to Route 11 than 
physical circumstances and cost can 
really permit to make it an adequate 
alternative. On the other hand, Plot 
ratios and daylighting codes have 
formed, and continue to form, the 
basis in the redevelopment of build- 
ing sites. 

As licences are being issued on an 
increasing scale, the tempo of build- 
ing increases and 15 major building 
projects are already under way in 
various parts of the city, apart from 
those in the vicinity of St. Paul’s. It 
is from these that one can derive some 
idea of the trend of architectural inter- 
pretation of the 1947 planning pro- 
posals now emerging from the rubble 
of the blitz. “Bucklersbury House” 
may be said to represent one form of 
control in which the developer is given 
the opportunity to express a truly con- 
temporary architecture, while “Gate- 
way House,” also illustrated here, 
clearly represents another, based upon 
“ imitative ” architecture. 

The two forms are so different in 
conception, not only as to what is good 
architecture, but as to the extent of 
freedom which should be given to the 
developer, that one imagines there 
must exist divided opinion, even 
among the advisers to the two 
Authorities concerned. No one would 
deny that the precincts of St. Paul’s 
should have special consideration for 
a closer control of the quality of 
design, but not the cramping limita- 
tions which enforce some resemblance 
to renaissance architecture. 

This illustration of Gateway House 
brings out two important points in the 
degree of spaciousness of the sur- 
roundings to St. Paul’s, and the 
architecture of this flanking building. 
The artist’s view exaggerates the fore- 
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ground open spaces to St. Paul’s, 
more especially since the viewpoint is 
from about roof level instead of from 
the ground which is the normal view. 
The proposals do not, in fact, allow 
of so much spaciousness as_ they 
should. It does, however, show how 
unfortunate is the effect of “ blocking 
in” with buildings of the intervening 
land between Gateway House and the 
Cathedral. How much more interest- 
ing and helpful would the retention 
be of only a rebuilt St. Augustine’s 
Church as a contrast in scale to the 
Cathedral, and to lay out the remaining 
space as lawns with some trees. This 
could still be done. 

The architecture of Gateway House 
itself is very “dated.” It is of the 
inter-war era and looks about three 
parts renaissance and one part con- 
temporary with our time, since the 
window spacing, to some extent, does 
reflect a framed construction. It is, 
of course, strongly influenced by the 
conditions laid down by the City Cer- 
poration with its nostalgia for 18th- 
century Georgianism, which the 
Minister of Works deprecated in his 
now famous speech in January of this 
year. It is not “fat” but it is all too 
“familiar neo Georgian.” Because an 
historic building belongs to an early 
civilization, that is no justification for 
enforcing “imitative” architecture 
upon its surrounding developers. What 
a contrast in approach to that of 
historic Canterbury! 

At this rate, the stern formality of 
design of both building and surround- 
ings in this vicinity of St. Paul’s will 
provide no relief to the formal magnifi- 
cence of the Cathedral. One will have 
to seek refuge in the narrow, informal 
alleyways to find that. (See pages 
460-463.) 

Why cannot we emulate the example 
of San Marco Piazza in Venice, which, 
though built over a period of a 
thousand years to produce a wide 
diversity of styles, materials, propor- 
tions, mass effects, and scales, does 
present a fine balance, in which each 
building tells its own story true to its 
own era? It was not time alone which 
produced this masterpiece, it was good 
architectural intuition and sense, which 
allowed a truly contemporary expres- 
sion of one’s age to prevail in each 
succeeding age. 
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These three illustrations show from the top to the two lower ones the process of design through 
which this new building, to be called Bucklersbury House, passed from the architect's first 


inception to the results of the combined thought of applicant and corporation official. 
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The surroundings to St. Paul's were one of the first to be comprehensively planned and this view 
of the model from the west shows how unsuccessful is the present conception. It shows a 
meagreness of open space about the Cathedral out of all proportion to its architecture and its 
importance; a lack of continuity in the detailed design for these open spaces as, for example, 
between the memorial garden adjoining St. Augustine's Church and the forecourt of Gateway House. 
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This view from the east shows how the proposed rebuilding on the opposite side of the new road from 
the Bank of England spoils the setting for St. Paul's. Without an adequate set back of the surrounding 
buildings the scale of the Cathedral becomes overwhelming and one is thrust into such close proximity 
as to make an intelligent view of its whole design quite impossible. A camera shot can 
at best be only of a part from close up and the more distant view limited to a corner.

Contract 

The foundation stone was laid by H.M. Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother on November 5, 1952, 
and the new theatre was virtually completed in July, 
1954; the Assembly Hall, which is to be placed over the 
roof of the Student Theatre, will form the subject of a 
further contract and has been designed fully in conjunc- 
tion with the present works. 
Construction 

The construction of the theatre was governed by two 
principal factors—the presence of a high water level and 
the need for clear spans in the restricted space available. 
The first of these necessitated a tanked basement and 
retaining walls. The second consideration led to the use 
of prestressed concrete work in foundations and the 
limitation of points of support. A contributory factor— 
a shortage of steel at the time—led to the use of engineer- 
ing brick in the six principal calculated pier supports.

The foundations and trestle supports to the existing Malet 
Street building (under which the theatre balcony is 
placed) further complicated foundation problems. 
Walls are generally of brickwork—London stocks 
being used for facing purposes. The roof of the 
auditorium has been designed to serve as the floor and 
platform of a future Assembly Hall, owing to the restricted 
space on site, and is constructed of steel and reinforced 
concrete. 


Finishes, Services and Equipment 

For reasons of economy the finishes generally are 
utilitarian except for the auditorium. Inside the 
auditorium, walls and ceiling are plastered in a textured 
finish, decorated generally in dark cream, with deep red 
used on the rear walls and sage green on the wings to 
the fore-stage. Features have been made of the acting 
balconies, in white and gold, and the front of the 
balcony which is padded and quilted in plastic hide. 

Decorative lighting is a mixture of fluorescent and 
incandescent, both synchronized by dimmers and all 
fittings were purpose-designed. 

Owing to the shape and size of the auditorium very 
little special corrective sound treatment was necessary 
other than acoustic tiles on the rear and side walls of the 
auditorium in limited areas, although the soft padded 
balcony front, floor and seat coverings and the rear wall 
of the balcony all play their part. 

A full plenum system of conditioned air is installed,

Owing to the fact that this is a Student Theatre, and a 
knowledge of stage equipment is part of the students’ 
training, prominence has been given to the design and 
accessibility of equipment for demonstration purposes 
and to condition the student to various types of theatres 
in which he may later perform.

This is the Annual Report of the Forest Products Research 
Board and is generally similar in form and presentation to the 
other reports of the Research Stations of D.S.LR. A strik- 
ing feature of the membership of the Board is the limited 
representation of the timber users and one wonders whether 
this is not the reason for the slight lament that the demands 
from the timber industry for data and advice on day-to-day 
problems is slowing up long-term research. Surely one of 
the most important functions of an officially sponsored 
laboratory is that it should aid industry whose enquiries tend 
to throw up the problems most needing research. 
From the building industry point of view the work on the 
structural use of timber is among the subjects of greater 
interest as is also that relating to the adhesives as there still 
seems little available information as to whether jointing of 
joinery subjected to exterior exposed conditions should be 
confined to the higher grades of resin types. One looks 
forward to the results of the tests on nailed joints; it is 
unfortunate that the work does not appear to indicate a 
need to examine the newer types of nails being used in 
some other countries and for defined strengths in our own 
nail production. It is hoped that the work on strength of 
plywood will be speeded so that the data on which to design 
structural uses of the commercially available products can 
be obtained. 
The report contains much information covering a very 
wide scope.

The report describes the work of the Fire Research Station 
during the year and includes the report of the Fire Research 
Board and that of the Director of Fire Research. 

During the year the behaviour of building materials when 
subjected to fire, the carrying out of experiments in flam- 
mability and experimental studies of methods and media for 
extinguishing fires have been studied. Basic studies dur- 
ing the year have covered such subjects as the spontaneous 
heating and smouldering of materials. It is now possible 
to extinguish fires in petrol storage tanks by introducing 
foam into the tank through the supply lines existing at the 
base of the tanks. 

The fire resistance of prestressed concrete beams, the effect 
of fire on prestressing wires and on the crushing strength 
of concrete at high temperatures have also been studied; 
all these subjects are important in the light of increasing 
uses of the materials in buildings.

A Memorandum 
from the Secretary of State for the Colonies to the Governors 
of the British African Colonies. Published for the Colonial 
Office by H.M.S.O., York,jHouse, Kingsway.

The memorandum, which has been prepared by the Housing 
Adviser to the Colonial Office in collaboration with the 
Colonial Housing and Town Planning Advisory Panel, 
estimates that in Africa it costs £150 to £350 to build a 
home for a married worker. 

The lack of adequate housing in Africa, as elsewhere in 
the world, is a cause of unrest, but throughout the Colonial 
territories the importance of more and better housing as an 
essential social service is clearly recognized. 

The memorandum advises: that the aim of housing policies 
of African Governments should be to encourage, wherever 
possible, home ownership. Nevertheless it may be neces- 
sary to retain for some time existing obligations of employers 
to house employees, and in some cases it may be desirable for 
Governments to assist them in the discharge of their 
obligations. 

Rental housing in the large towns will always be needed 
and will usually have to be provided by a public authority, 
though private enterprise has a useful, if somewhat restricted, 
contribution to make. 

The memorandum examines in detail the responsibility for 
social housing within the machinery of Government, and 
such questions as urban land policies, standards of housing, 
housing finance. No plans or similar detailed information is 
included but there is, however, a lengthy and very useful 
bibliography.

It has long been known that wood panelling, in addition 
to its beauty, provides a fine insulating surface and helps to 
maintain a steady temperature in a room. What is perhaps 
less widely realized is that the temperature of a panelled 
room can be raised from 45 deg. F. to 60 deg. F. in half 
the time required to heat a room without panelling. In other 
words, if, on a cold morning, a living room temperature of 
60 deg is required by 9 o’clock, the fire must be lit at 7 o’clock 
in a room not panelled, whereas it need not be lit until 
8 o’clock in a panelled room. 

Where there is central heating other considerations, of 
course, apply, and problems arise for the panelling itself, 
particularly near radiators. From medieval times until com- 
paratively recently, panelling usually consisted of small 
framed panels of solid wood, often beautifully carved and 
ornamented. To-day large flush sheets of plywood or block- 
board are used, covered with decorative veneers of wood 
cut to show the natural beauty of the grain and figure. 

Although plywood is one of the most stable of materials, 
both it and the surface veneer may be adversely affected by 
sudden increases in temperature leading to a very dry 
atmosphere. The Timber Development Association has, 
therefore, produced a leaflet describing the factors involved 
and the precautions to be taken in new buildings where 
wide veneered panels have been fitted. Copies of the leafiet 
can be obtained without charge from the T.D.A., 21 College 
Hill, London, E.C.4.
